In  a  survey  conducted  by  Washingtonian 
magazine,  Barney  Frank  was  rated  the 
smartest,  funniest,  and  most  eloquent 
member  of  Congress.  A  mainstay  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  since  1981,  he 
has  come  to  be  known  for  his  talent  as  a 
legislator,  his  zeal  for  verbal  combat,  his 
imposing  intellect,  and  a  quick  wit  that 
both  disarms  and  entertains  other  law- 
makers.

Harvard  and  in  Boston  politics,  through 
his  rise  to  national  prominence.  Stuart 
Weisberg  captures  Frank  in  all  his  quirki- 
ness,  irreverence,  and  complexity.  He  also 
examines  his  less  appealing  side — his 
gruff  exterior,  his  legendary  impatience, 
his  aversion  to  wasting  time.

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The  Myth  of  the 
Addicted  Army 

Vietnam  and  the  Modem 
War  on  Drugs 
Jeremy  Kuzmarov 


A  probing  analysis  of  the  links 
between  the  Vietnam  War  and  the 
evolution  of  American  drug  policy 


The  image  of  the  drug-addicted  American 
soldier — disheveled,  glassy-eyed,  his 
uniform  adorned  with  slogans  of  antiwar 
dissent — has  long  been  associated  with 
the  Vietnam  War.  More  specifically,  it  has 
persisted  as  an  explanation  for  the  U.S. 
defeat,  the  symbol  of  a  demoralized  army 
incapable  of  carrying  out  its  military 
mission. 

Yet  as  Jeremy  Kuzmarov  documents  in 
this  deeply  researched  book,  popular 
assumptions  about  drug  use  in  Vietnam  are 
based  more  on  myth  than  on  fact.  Not 
only  was  alcohol  the  intoxicant  of  choice 
for  most  GIs,  but  the  prevalence  of  other 
drugs  varied  enormously.  Although  mari- 
juana use  among  troops  increased  over 
the  course  of  the  war,  for  the  most  part  it 
remained  confined  to  rear  areas,  and  the 
use  of  highly  addictive  drugs  like  heroin 
was  never  as  widespread  as  many  imagined. 

Like  other  cultural  myths  that  emerged 
from  the  war,  the  concept  of  an  addicted 
army  was  first  advanced  by  war  hawks 
seeking  a  scapegoat  for  the  failure  of  U.S. 
policies  in  Vietnam,  in  this  case  one  that 
could  be  linked  to  "permissive"  liberal 
social  policies  and  the  excesses  of  the 
counterculture.  But  conservatives  were 
not  alone.  Ironically,  Kuzmarov  shows, 
elements  of  the  antiwar  movement  also 
promoted  the  myth,  largely  because  of  a 
presumed  alliance  between  Asian  drug 
traffickers  and  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency.  While  this  claim  was  not  without 
foundation,  as  new  archival  evidence  con- 


firms,  the  left  exaggerated  the  scope  of 
addiction  for  its  own  political  purposes. 

Exploiting  bipartisan  concern  over  the 
perceived  "drug  crisis,"  the  Nixon  admin- 
istration in  the  early  1970s  launched  a 
bold  new  program  of  federal  antidrug 
measures,  especially  in  the  international 
realm.  Initially,  the  "War  on  Drugs" 
helped  divert  attention  from  the  failed 
quest  for  "peace  with  honor"  in  Southeast 
Asia.  But  once  institutionalized,  it  contin- 
ued to  influence  political  discourse  as  well 
as  U.S.  drug  policy  in  the  decades  that 
followed.

The  Politics  of  Protest  in 
Massachusetts,  1974-1990 
Robert  Surbrug 


Reassesses  the  impact  of  the 
activist  left  on  American  politics 
after  the  Vietnam  War 


Narratives  of  the  1960s  typically  describe 
an  ascending  arc  of  political  activism  that 
peaked  in  1968,  then  began  a  precipitous 
descent  as  the  revolutionary  dreams  of  the 
New  Left  failed  to  come  to  fruition.  The 
May  1970  killings  at  Kent  State  often 
stand  as  an  epitaph  to  a  decade  of  protest, 
after  which  the  principal  story  becomes 
the  resurgence  of  the  right. 

In  Beyond  Vietnam:  The  Politics  of  Pro- 
test in  Massachusetts,  1974-1990,  Robert 
Surbrug  challenges  this  prevailing  para- 
digm by  examining  three  protest  move- 
ments that  were  direct  descendants  of 
Vietnam-era  activism:  the  movement 
against  nuclear  energy;  the  nuclear  weap- 
ons freeze  movement;  and  the  Central 
American  solidarity  movement.  Drawing 
lessons  from  the  successes  and  failures  of 
the  preceding  era,  these  movements  had  a 
significant  impact  on  the  liberal  wing  of 
the  Democratic  Party,  which  itself  had 
been  undergoing  major  transformations  in 
the  wake  of  the  1960s. 

By  focusing  on  one  state — Massachu- 
setts— Surbrug  is  able  to  illuminate  the 
interaction  between  the  activist  left  and 
mainstream  liberalism,  showing  how  each 
influenced  the  other  and  how  together 
they  helped  shape  the  politics  of  the 
1970s  and  1980s.  During  these  years, 
Massachusetts  emerged  as  a  center  of 
opposition  to  nuclear  power,  the  contin- 
uing Cold  War  arms  race,  and  Ronald 
Reagan's  interventionist  policies  in 
Central  America.  The  state's  role  in 
national  policy  was  greatly  enhanced 
by  prominent  political  figures  such  as 
Senator  Edward  Kennedy,  Speaker  of  the 


House  Thomas  "Tip"  O'Neill,  presidential 
candidate  Governor  Michael  Dukakis, 
Vietnam  veteran  Senator  John  Kerry,  and 
moderate  Republican  Silvio  Conte. 

What  Beyond  Vietnam  shows  is  that  the 
rise  of  the  right  in  the  aftermath  of  the 
1960s  was  by  no  means  a  unilateral  ascen- 
dancy. Instead  it  involved  a  bifurcation  of 
American  politics  in  which  an  increasingly 
strong  conservative  movement  was  vigor- 
ously contested  by  an  activist  left  and  a 
reinvigorated  mainstream  liberalism.

Explores  the  impact  of  changing 
medical  practices  on  ordinary 
people  in  nineteenth-century 
America 

How  does  the  experience  of  sickness, 
death,  and  loss  change  over  time?  We 
know  that  the  incidence  and  virulence  of 
particular  diseases  have  varied  from  one 
period  to  another,  as  has  their  medical 
treatment.  But  what  was  it  like  for  the 
individuals  who  suffered  and  died  from 
those  illnesses,  for  the  health  practitioners 
and  institutions  that  attended  to  them, 
and  for  the  families  who  buried  and 
mourned  them? 

In  Shadows  in  the  Valley,  Alan  Swedlund 
addresses  these  questions  by  closely  exam- 
ining the  history  of  mortality  in  several 
small  communities  in  western  Massachu- 
setts from  the  mid-nineteenth  to  the  early 
twentieth  century — from  just  before  the 
acceptance  of  the  germ  theory  of  disease 
through  the  early  days  of  public  health 
reform  in  the  United  States.  This  was  a 
time  when  most  Americans  lived  in  rural 
areas  or  small  towns  rather  than  large 
cities.  It  was  also  a  time  when  a  wide 
range  of  healing  practices  was  available 
to  the  American  public,  and  when  the 
modern  form  of  Western  medicine  was 
striving  for  dominance  and  authority.  As 
Swedlund  shows,  this  juncture  of  compet- 
ing practices  and  ideologies  provides  a 
rich  opportunity  for  exploring  the  rise  of 
modern  medicine  and  its  impact  on  the 
everyday  lives  of  ordinary  Americans. 

To  indicate  how  individuals  in  different 
stages  of  their  lives  were  exposed  to  vary- 
ing assaults  on  their  health,  the  book  is 


structured  in  a  way  that  superimposes 
what  the  author  calls  "life-course  time" 
onto  chronological  time.  Thus  the  early 
chapters  look  at  issues  of  infancy  and 
childhood  in  the  1840s  and  1850s  and  the 
last  chapters  at  the  problems  of  old  age 
after  1900.  The  reader  becomes  familiar 
with  specific  individuals  and  families  as 
they  cope  with  the  recurrent  loss  of  chil- 
dren, struggle  to  understand  the  causes 
of  new  contagions,  and  seek  to  find  mean- 
ing in  untimely  death.  By  using  a  broad 
time  frame  and  a  narrow  geographical 
lens,  Swedlund  is  able  to  engage  with 
both  the  particularities  and  the  general- 
ities of  evolving  medical  knowledge  and 
changing  practice,  and  to  highlight  the 
differences  in  personal  as  well  as  collec- 
tive responses  to  illness  and  loss.

Inventing  Antiques  in  Twentieth- 
Century  New  England 
Briann  G.  Greenfield 


Traces  the  rise  of  the  modem 
market  for  antique  goods 


In  this  era  of  Antiques  Roadshow  and  eBay, 
it  is  hard  to  imagine  a  time  when  Ameri- 
cans did  not  treasure  the  home  furnishings 
of  elite  early  American  families.  But  as  this 
book  demonstrates,  antiquing — particularly 
the  practice  of  valuing  old  things  for  their 
aesthetic  qualities — is  a  relatively  recent 
invention  whose  origins  can  be  found  in 
the  early  years  of  the  twentieth  century.  Al- 
though nineteenth-century  Americans  did 
appreciate  heirlooms,  they  saw  them  as 
memory  markers,  tangible  representations 
of  honored  ancestors  or  local  history. 

In  Out  of  the  Attic,  Briann  G.  Greenfield 
traces  the  transformation  of  antiques 
from  family  keepsakes  to  valuable  artistic 
objects,  examining  the  role  of  collectors, 
dealers,  and  museum  makers  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  tradition  based  on 
the  aesthetic  qualities  of  early  American 
furnishings.  While  recognizing  the  signi- 
ficance of  antiques  as  symbols  of  an 
enduring  American  culture,  Greenfield 
also  delves  behind  popular  rhetoric  to 
examine  the  development  of  a  retail 
structure  specifically  designed  to  facilitate 
the  buying  and  selling  of  old  wares.  With 
antique  shops  proliferating  all  over  New 
England,  pickers  going  door-to-door  in 
search  of  "finds,"  and  forgers  taking  illicit 
advantage  of  growing  demand,  antique 
owners  and  collectors  found  themselves 
trying  to  navigate  a  retail  market  char- 
acterized by  escalating  prices  and  high 
stakes  purchases.  In  this  sense,  antiques 
functioned  as  more  than  remnants  of  a 
treasured  past;  they  became  modern 
consumer  goods. 


The  book  is  divided  into  a  series  of  case 
studies,  each  intended  to  illuminate  some 
aspect  of  "the  dynamic  of  consumer  his- 
tory." One  chapter  examines  the  role  of 
Jewish  dealers  in  promoting  American 
antiques;  another  profiles  Jessie  Baker 
Gardner,  a  small-time  collector  and 
would-be  museum  maker  from  Providence, 
Rhode  Island.  Greenfield  also  looks  at 
the  institutionalization  of  antiques,  with 
chapters  focusing  on  Henry  Flynt  of  Deer- 
field,  Massachusetts,  who  embraced  the 
"aestheticization  of  antiques"  in  the  1940s 
and  1950s,  and  on  Smithsonian  curator 
C.  Malcolm  Watkins,  who  challenged  the 
decorative  art  market  during  the  1950s 
and  1960s  by  purchasing  old  tools  and 
crude  furniture  for  the  nation's  museum.

Commemorates  the  350th 
anniversary  of  a  historic 
New  England  town 


In  1659,  a  group  of  Puritan  dissenters 
made  their  way  north  from  Hartford  and 
Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  to  a  crook  in 
the  Connecticut  River  that  cut  through 
some  of  the  most  fertile  land  in  New 
England.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  years 
later,  a  group  of  distinguished  scholars 
mark  the  founding  of  that  town — Hadley, 
Massachusetts — with  a  book  that  explores 
a  history  as  rich  as  that  soil. 

Edited  with  an  introduction  by  Maria  R. 
Miller,  Cultivating  a  Past  brings  together 
fifteen  essays,  some  previously  published 
and  others  new,  that  tell  the  story  of 
Hadley  from  a  variety  of  disciplinary 
vantage  points.  Archaeologists  Elizabeth 
Chilton,  Siobhan  Hart,  Christopher 
Donta,  Edward  Hood,  and  Rita  Reinke 
investigate  relations  between  Native  and 
European  communities,  while  historians 
Gregory  Nobles,  Alice  Nash,  Brian 
Ogilvie,  Karen  Parsons,  and  Pulitzer  Prize 
winner  Laurel  Thatcher  Ulnch  explore 
the  social,  cultural,  and  political  past  of 
this  New  England  town.  Musicologist 
Andrea  Olmstead  surveys  the  career  of 
composer  Roger  Sessions,  costume 
specialist  Lynne  Bassett  interprets  the 
wardrobes  of  the  town's  seventeenth- 
century  residents,  and  Smith  College  rare 
books  curator  Martin  Antonetti  charts  the 
course  of  a  1599  Bible  alleged  to  have  been 
used  by  the  regicide  William  Goffe  in  his 
Hadley  refuge. 

Taken  together,  the  essays  capture  how 
men  and  women  in  this  small  community 
responded  to  the  same  challenges  that 


have  faced  other  New  Englanders  from 
the  seventeenth  century  to  the  present. 
They  also  reveal  how  the  town's  historical 
sense  of  itself  evolved  along  the  way,  as 
stories  of  the  alleged  "Angel  of  Hadley,"  of 
favorite  sons  Joseph  Hooker  and  Clarence 
Hawkes,  and  of  daughters  Mary  Webster 
and  Elizabeth  Porter  Phelps  contributed  to 
a  civic  identity  that  celebrates  strength  of 
character.

Hunting  in  Contemporary  Vermont 
Marc  Boglioli 

An  illuminating  cultural  analysis  of 
hunting  in  rural  America 


American  hunters  occupy  a  remarkably 
complex  place  in  this  country's  cultural 
and  political  landscape.  On  the  one  hand, 
they  are  cast  as  perpetrators  of  an  anach- 
ronistic and  unnecessary  assault  on  inno- 
cent wildlife.  On  the  other  hand,  they 
are  lauded  as  exemplars  of  no-nonsense 
American  rugged  individualism.  Yet 
despite  the  passion  that  surrounds  the 
subject,  we  rarely  hear  the  unfiltered 
voices  of  actual  hunters  in  discussions 
of  hunting. 

In  A  Matter  of  Life  and  Death,  anthro- 
pologist Marc  Boglioli  puts  a  human  face 
on  a  group  widely  regarded  as  morally 
suspect,  one  that  currently  stands  in  the 
crossfire  of  America's  so-called  culture 
wars.  Drawing  on  extensive  ethnographic 
field  work  in  Addison  County,  Vermont, 
which  took  him  from  hunting  camps  and 
sporting  goods  stores  to  local  bars  and 
kitchen  tables,  Boglioli  focuses  on  how 
contemporary  hunters,  women  as  well 
as  men,  understand  their  relationship 
to  their  prey.  He  shows  how  hunters'  atti- 
tudes toward  animals  flow  directly  from 
the  rural  lifeways  they  have  continued  to 
maintain  in  the  face  of  encroaching  urban 
sensibilities.  The  result  is  a  rare  glimpse 
into  a  culture  that  experiences  wild  ani- 
mals in  a  way  that  is  at  once  violent, 
consumptive,  and  respectful  and  that 
regards  hunting  as  an  enduring  link  to 
a  vanishing  past.  It  is  a  book  that  will 
challenge  readers — hunters,  non-hunters, 
and  anti-hunters  alike — to  reconsider 
what  constitutes  a  morally  appropriate 
relationship  with  the  non-human 
residents  of  this  planet.

The  global  spread  of  Buddhism  is  giving 
rise  to  new  forms  of  religious  complexity, 
both  in  the  West  and  in  Asia.  This  collec- 
tion of  essays  examines  the  religious  and 
cultural  conversations  that  are  occurring 
in  this  process  from  a  diverse  range  of 
disciplinary,  methodological,  and  literary 
perspectives,  including  philosophy,  eth- 
nography, history,  and  cultural  studies. 

The  chapters  in  the  first  section 
explore  the  transmission  of  Buddhism  to 
the  West,  ranging  from  the  writings  of 
one  of  its  earliest  western  interpreters,  the 
Wesleyan  missionary  R.  Spence  Hardy, 
to  the  globalization  of  Tibetan  Buddhist 
reincarnation,  to  the  development  and 
practice  of  Buddhism  within  the  Ameri- 
can prison  system.  The  concluding  chap- 
ter of  this  section  presents  a  case  study 
of  a  Japanese  Buddhist  temple  in  Oregon 
which  ultimately  died  out — an  example  of 
a  transmission  that  failed. 

The  second  section  looks  at  the  com- 
plex issues  that  arise  in  the  translation 
of  Buddhist  terms,  texts,  and  concepts 
from  one  language  or  cultural  milieu  to 
another.  Two  chapters  examine  the  chal- 
lenges confronted  by  those  who  translate 
Buddhist  texts — one  exploring  the  con- 
temporary translation  of  Tibetan  Bud- 
dhism, the  second  analyzing  an  exchange 
of  poetry  in  medieval  Japan.  The  other 
two  chapters  describe  the  translation  of 
Buddhist  ideas  into  new  cultural  domains 
in  America,  specifically  film  and  sports. 


The  final  section  presents  case  studies 
in  the  transformation  of  Buddhism  which 
is  resulting  from  its  new  global  inter- 
connections. Topics  include  the  role  of 
women  in  transforming  Buddhist  patriar- 
chy, Buddhist-Freudian  dialogue  in  rela- 
tionship to  mourning,  and  the  interplay 
between  Buddhism  and  the  environmen- 
tal movement. 

The  book  also  includes  images  created 
by  the  noted  artist  Meridel  Rubenstein 
which  frame  the  individual  chapters 
within  a  nonverbal  exploration  of  the 
themes  discussed.

From  the  earliest  depictions  of  Benja- 
min Franklin  and  his  kite  experiment  to 
twenty-first-century  renderings  of  mad 
scientists,  representations  of  American 
scientists  in  the  popular  media  reveal 
much  about  our  cultural  hopes  and  fears. 
In  an  entertaining  and  insightful  survey 
of  popular  media  over  three  hundred 
years  of  American  history — religious 
tracts,  political  cartoons,  literature, 
theater,  advertising,  art,  comic  books, 
radio,  music,  television,  and  film — Glen 
Scott  Allen  examines  the  stereotypes 
assigned  to  scientists  for  what  they  tell  us 
about  America's  pride  in  its  technologi- 
cal achievements  as  well  as  our  prejudices 
about  certain  "suspect"  kinds  of  scientific 
investigation. 

Working  in  the  tradition  of  cultural 
studies,  Allen  offers  an  analysis  that  is 
historically  comprehensive  and  critically 
specific.  Integrating  both  "high"  literature 
and  "low"  comedy,  he  delves  into  the 
assumptions  about  scientists — good,  bad, 
and  mad — that  have  been  shaped  by  and 
have  in  turn  shaped  American  cultural 
forces.  Throughout  the  book,  his  focus  is 
on  why  certain  kinds  of  scientists  have 
been  lionized  as  American  heroes,  while 
others  have  been  demonized  as  anti- 
American  villains. 

Allen  demonstrates  that  there  is  a  con- 
tinuous thread  running  from  the  seminal 
mad  scientists  of  Hawthorne's  eighteenth- 
century  fiction  to  modern  megalomaniacs 
like  Dr.  Strangelove;  that  marketing  was 


as  important  to  the  reputation  of  the  great 
independent  inventors  as  technological 
prowess  was;  and  that  cultural  prejudices 
which  can  be  traced  all  the  way  back  to 
Puritan  ideology  are  at  work  in  modern 
scientific  controversies  over  cloning  and 
evolution. 

The  periods  and  movements  examined 
are  remarkably  far-ranging:  the  literature 
and  philosophy  of  the  Romantics;  the 
technology  fairs  and  Utopian  fiction  of  the 
nineteenth  century;  political  movements 
of  the  1930s  and  1940s;  the  science  fiction 
boom  of  the  1950s;  the  space  and  arms 
races  of  the  1960s  and  1970s;  the  resur- 
gence of  pseudosciences  in  the  1980s  and 
1990s.  This  book  will  be  of  interest  not  just 
to  teachers  and  students  of  cultural  studies 


and  the  history  of  science  and  technology 
but  to  anyone  interested  in  American  cul- 
ture and  how  it  shapes  our  experience  and 
defines  our  horizons.

The  most  popular  American  poet  of  his 
day,  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow  (1807- 
1882)  was  a  multiculturalist  before  the 
term  was  invented.

Founded  in  1807,  the  successor  to  a  lit- 
erary club  called  the  Anthology  Society, 
the  Boston  Athenaeum  occupies  an 
important  place  in  the  early  history  of 
American  intellectual  life.  At  first  a 
repository  for  books,  to  which  works  of 
art  were  later  added,  the  Athenaeum 
attracted  over  time  a  following  that 
included  such  literary  luminaries  as 
Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  and  Henry  James. 

Yet  from  the  outset,  Katherine  Wolff 
shows,  the  Boston  Athenaeum  was  more 
than  a  library;  it  was  also  a  breeding 
ground  for  evolving  notions  of  cultural 
authority  and  American  identity. 
Though  governed  by  the  Boston  elite, 
who  promoted  it  as  a  way  of  strengthen- 
ing their  own  clout  in  the  city,  the  early 
Athenaeum  reflected  conflicting  and  at 
times  contradictory  aims  and  motives  on 
the  part  of  its  membership.

On  the  other, 
they  struggled  to  balance  their  goals  with 
their  concerns  about  an  increasingly 
democratic  urban  populace.  As  the 
Boston  Athenaeum  opened  its  doors  to 
women  as  well  as  men  outside  its  inner 
circle,  it  eventually  began  to  define  itself 
against  a  more  accessible  literary  institu- 
tion, the  Boston  Public  Library. 

Told  through  a  series  of  provocative 
episodes  and  generously  illustrated,  Cul- 
ture Club  offers  a  more  complete  picture 


than  previously  available  of  the  cultural 
politics  behind  the  making  of  a  quintes- 
sentially  American  institution.

Praised  at  the  time  as  the  most  emphati- 
cally "American"  book  ever  written, 
Margaret  is  a  breathtaking  combination 
of  female  bildungsroman,  Utopian  novel, 
and  historical  romance.  First  published 
in  1845,  Sylvester  Judd's  novel  centers 
on  the  fictional  New  England  village  of 
Livingston,  where  the  young  Margaret 
Hart  strives  to  escape  the  poverty  and 
vice  of  her  surroundings  by  learning  from 
a  mysterious  teacher,  the  "Master,"  and 
by  entwining  herself  with  the  powers  of 
nature.  But  when  Margaret's  brother  is 
tried  and  hanged  for  murder,  this  rural 
community  collapses,  forcing  Margaret  to 
face  the  temptations  of  an  urban  under- 
world and  to  confront  the  intrigue  of  her 
family  history.  Margaret  is  the  story  of  a 
young  woman's  attempt  to  create  a  new 
social  order,  founded  on  beauty  and  truth, 
in  a  land  plagued  by  violence,  debauchery, 
and  political  instability.

The  story  of  a  writer's  intense

One  winter  morning,  poet  Dawn  Potter 
sat  down  at  her  desk  in  Harmony,  Maine, 
and  began  copying  out  the  opening  lines 
of  John  Milton's  Paradise  Lost.  Her  intent 
was  to  spend  half  an  hour  with  a  poem 
she  had  never  liked,  her  goal  to  transcribe 
a  page  or  two.  Maybe  she  would  begin  to 
appreciate  the  poet's  art,  though  she  had 
no  real  expectations  that  the  exercise 
would  change  her  mind  about  the  poem. 
Yet  what  began  as  a  whim  turned  rapidly 
into  an  obsession,  and  soon  Potter  was 
immersed  in  a  strange  and  unexpected 
project:  she  found  herself  copying  out 
every  single  word  of  Milton's  immense, 
convoluted  epic. 

Tracing  Paradise:  Two  Years  in  Harmony 
with  John  Milton  is  her  memoir  of  that 
long  task.  Over  the  course  of  twelve 
chapters,  Potter  explores  her  very  personal 
response  to  Milton  and  Paradise  Lost, 
tracing  the  surprising  intersections 
between  a  seventeenth-century  biblical 
epic  and  the  routine  joys  and  tragedies  of 
domestic  life  in  contemporary  rural 
Maine.  Curious,  opinionated,  and  eager, 
she  engages  with  the  canon  on  mutable, 
individual  terms.  Though  she  writes 
perceptively  about  the  details  and 
techniques  of  Milton's  art,  always  her 
reactions  are  linked  to  her  present-tense 
experiences  as  a  poet,  small-time  farmer, 
family  member,  and  citizen  of  a  poor  and 
beleaguered  north-country  town. 

A  skilled  and  entertaining  writer, 
Potter  is  also  a  wide-ranging  and  sophisti- 
cated reader.  Yet  her  memoir  is  not  a 
scholarly  treatise:  her  enthusiasms  and 


misgivings  about  both  Milton  and  Paradise 
Lost  ebb  and  flow  with  the  days.  Tracing 
Paradise  reminds  us  that  close  engagement 
with  another  artist's  task  may  itself  be  a 
form  of  creation.  Above  all,  Potter's 
memoir  celebrates  one  reader's  difficult 
yet  transformative  love  affair  with 
Milton's  glorious,  irritating,  inscrutable 
masterpiece.

In  the  United  States,  where  much  of  the 
daily  discourse  appears  to  he  reduced  to 
matters  of  dollars  and  cents,  poets  are 
interlopers  who  traffic  where  they  don't 
belong.  Such  is  the  case  with  L.  S.  Klatt. 
For  him,  words  are  musical  and  versa- 
tile, more  about  play  than  utility,  and  he 
therefore  seeks  to  dislocate  language,  to 
freelance  and  maneuver,  to  alter  common 
sense  on  the  way  to  new  sense. 

The  poems  in  Interloper  unsettle  fron- 
tiers between  disparate  worlds  so  that  the 
imagination  is  given  room  to  roam:  pears 
become  guitars,  racks  of  ribs  are  presented 
as  steamboats,  and  helicopters  transmute 
into  diesel  seraphs.  The  poetry  aspires 
acrobatically  in  the  manner  of  prayers  and 
pilots,  but  adventure  throughout  the  book 
is  viewed  as  precarious,  and  the  will  to 
conquest  leads  to  apocalypse  and  ruin. 
The  interloper  wanders  through  crime 
scenes  and  crash  sites  as  he  glosses  the 
landscape — at  home  and  not  at  home  with 
the  America  of  yesterday  and  tomorrow.  In 
symbols  that  scat  and  ricochet,  the  inter- 
loper scores  a  new  song,  one  that  com- 
poses— and  decomposes — on  the  page.

Author  of  the  National  Book  Award- 
winning  novel  Middle  Passage,  Charles 
Johnson  belongs  to  a  generation  of  writers 
who  collectively  raised  African  American 
literature  to  a  new  position  of  prominence 
during  the  late  twentieth  century.  In  this 
book,  Linda  Furgerson  Selzer  takes  an 
interdisciplinary  approach  to  Johnson's 
major  fiction,  providing  fresh  insight  into 
his  work  by  placing  it  within  a  broad  his- 
torical context. 

In  addition  to  Middle  Passage  (1990), 
Selzer  focuses  on  three  other  novels:  Faith 
and  the  Good  Thing  (1974),  Oxherding  Tale 
(1982),  and  Dreamer  (1998).  She  shows 
how  these  works  reflect  Johnson's  partici- 
pation in  the  larger  cultural  projects  of 
several  significant  but  often  overlooked 
groups — young  black  philosophers  who 
challenged  the  dominant  Anglo- 
American  empiricist  tradition  during 
the  1960s  and  1970s;  black  Buddhists  of 
the  post-civil  rights  era  who  sought  to 
translate  an  ancient  religious  practice  into 
an  African  American  idiom;  and  black 
public  intellectuals  who  attempted  to 
revive  a  cosmopolitan  social  ethic  during 
the  1990s.  The  cultural  histories  of  each 
of  these  groups,  Selzer  argues,  provide 
important  contexts  for  understanding 
Johnson's  evolution  as  a  novelist.  In  the 
academic  experience  of  black  students 
who  entered  philosophy  programs  during 
the  turbulent  1960s,  the  spiritual  con- 
cerns of  black  Buddhists  who  have  only 
recently  begun  to  speak  more  publicly 
about  their  faith,  and  the  cultural  issues 
surrounding  the  emergence  of  a  new 
cohort  of  African  American  public  intel- 


lectuals, we  see  the  roots  of  the  social, 
moral,  and  aesthetic  vision  that  informs 
what  some  have  described  as  Johnson's 
"philosophical  fiction." 

Selzer's  probing  analysis  of  the  influ- 
ence of  each  of  these  contexts  not  only 
enriches  our  understanding  of  Charles 
Johnson's  fiction,  it  also  makes  a  broader 
contribution  to  the  cultural  history  of 
African  America  during  the  past  half 
century.

Perhaps  no  other  work  of  secular  poetry 
was  as  widely  read  in  Tudor  England  as 
the  historical  verse  tragedy  collection 
A  Mirror  for  Magistrates.  For  over  sixty 
years  (1559-1621),  this  compendium  of 
monologues  presented  in  the  voices  of 
fallen  political  figures  from  England's 
past  remained  almost  constantly  in 
print,  offering  both  exemplary  warnings 
to  English  rulers  and  inspiring  models  for 
literary  authors,  including  Spenser  and 
Shakespeare. 

In  a  striking  departure  from  previous 
scholarship,  Scott  Lucas  shows  that  mod- 
ern critics  have  misconstrued  the  purpose 
of  the  tragic  verse  narratives  of  the  Mirror, 
approaching  them  primarily  as  uncontro- 
versial  meditations  on  abstract  political 
and  philosophical  doctrines.  Lucas  revises 
this  view,  revealing  many  of  the  Mirror 
tragedies  to  be  works  topically  applicable 
in  form  and  politically  contentious  in 
nature. 

Lucas  returns  the  earliest  poems  of  A 
Mirror  for  Magistrates  to  the  troubled  con- 
text of  their  production,  the  tumultuous 
reign  of  the  Catholic  Queen  Mary  (1553— 
1558).  As  Protestants  suffering  from  the 
traumatic  collapse  of  King  Edward  VPs 
"godly"  rule  (1547-1553)  and  from  the 
current  policies  of  Mary's  government, 
the  Mirror  authors  radically  reshaped  their 
poems'  historical  sources  in  order  to  craft 
emotionally  moving  narratives  designed 
to  provide  models  for  interpreting  the 
political  failures  of  Edward  VPs  reign 
and  to  offer  urgent  warnings  to  Marian 
magistrates. 
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Lucas's  study  also  reveals  how,  in  later 
poems,  the  Mirror  authors  issued  oblique 
appeals  to  Queen  Elizabeth's  officers, 
boldly  demanding  that  they  allow  the 
realm  of  "the  literary"  to  stand  as  an 
unfettered  discursive  arena  of  public  con- 
troversy. Lucas  thus  provides  a  provoca- 
tive new  approach  to  this  seminal  but 
long-misunderstood  collection,  one  that 
restores  the  Mirror  to  its  rightful  place  as 
one  of  the  greatest  works  of  sixteenth- 
century  English  political  literature.

Based  on  extensive  research  across  several

Ethno- 
musicologist  Ann  Morrison  Spinney 
analyzes  these  ceremonial  performances 
as  they  have  been  maintained  in  one  of 
those  nations,  the  Passamaquoddy  com- 
munity of  Maine.

Her  research  shows  that  Pas- 
samaquoddy techniques  of  song  composi- 
tion and  performance  parallel  both  the 
structure  of  the  Passamaquoddy  language 
and  the  political  organizations  that  these 
ceremonies  support.
